The mystery, if such it may be 
called, of who shipped the beer seized 
by the State Police at Centre Mills 
after the derailment of fourteen cars 
on the Philadelphia and Reading rail­

raveled, but another mystery faces 
the authorities. 
One truck load of the beverage, 
which has been analyzed and found 
to contain three and five-eights per 
cent alcohol by volume, was placed 
at the Gettysburg. Cold Storage plant. 
After the beer had been placed there, 
police decided to move it back to the 
jail, because of the cost in connection 
with storing the beverage. 
However, when the checkup was 
nv*d« on the number of barrels taken 
away from the cold storage plant and 
the number placed there in the first 
place, it was found, according to the 
police, that one barrel was missing. I 
“Yes, it's true, one barrel is missing,” 
Staid Sergeant A. F. Dahlstrom, of 
the State Police,"and Icertainlywould 
like to lay my hands on the sneak 
thief who took the stuff.” 
Police learned from officials of the 
Reading Railroad that H. Jones & 
Company, Reading, shipped the beer! 
on June 14, the day before the train j 


met with its derailment 
at Centre 
Mills. 
H. Jones & Company, West 
Port Station, Baltimore, 
Maryland, 
was the consignee of the beer, accord- 
j ing to the State Police. 
One hundred and thirty-two kegs 
of the beer, some dark, others light, 
was brought to the Adams county 
jail yard at the direction of District 


j Attorney John P. Butt between mid­ 
night and dawn Tuesday. 
Tuesday I 
.afternoon, thirty additional kegs were 
trucked into Gettysburg* and placed in 
the cold storage company’s plant. 
It was the plan of the district at­ 
torney to place the entire seizure at I 
the cold storage plant, but on account 
of the cost of this it was decided to 
let the beer remain at the jail, and 
work of removing the thirty-four kegs 
already placed at the storage plant 
was started Wednesday afternoon. It j

that one of the kegs had mysteriously I 
disappeared. 
The seizure was the largest ever 
made in Adams county and may lead 
to the uncovering of a brewery en- 
, gaged in the manufacture of beer 
containing more than the legal one- 
half of one per cent of alcohol, it is 
said.
